Your  Worsiiij’,  Ladies  and  (Y-:ntlemen, 

J  have  the  iionour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  upon  the  health 
and  sanitary  conditions  of  tliis  Borough,  for  tlie  year  1949. 

Die  period  reviewed  in  this  report  presented  two  notable  features 
to  wliicli  brief  reference,  at  least,  is  demanded. 

During  1949,  the  first  full  3mar  in  which  the  National  Plealth  Service 
Act,  1946  had  been  operative,  was  completed.  It  is  pleasing  to  record, 
in  this  connection,  that  a  further  appreciable  advance  towards  consoli¬ 
dation  of  the  various  services  administered  b}"  the  Local  Health  Authority 
under  Part  III  of  the  Act,  wns  attained.  Die  services  operated  smoothly 
and  efficiently.  Die  degree  of  co-operation  which  existed  between 
tlie  Local  Health  Authorit};^  and  other  bodies  responsible  for  the  adminis¬ 
tration  of  medical  services,  such  as  the  South  East  Northumberland 
Hospital  Management  Committee  and  the  Local  Executive  Council, 
was  very  satisfactory.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  inclusion  in  the 
membership  of  these  other  authorities  of  persons  who  are  also  elected 
representatives  on  the  Count}^  Borough  Council,  has  assisted  greatly 
in  promoting  effective  liaison. 

The  year  1949  was  also  memorable  in  the  history  of  Tynemouth, 
since  it  marked  the  centenary  of  its  existence  as  a  County  Borough,  a 
Charter  of  Incorporation  having  been  granted  by  the  Queen  in  Council 
on  August  6th,  1849. 

The  newly  elected  Council  appears  to  have  been  acutely  aware  of 
its  responsibilities  in  relation  to  public  health  administration,  for  in  the 
following  year  a  petition  was  presented  for  an  Inquiry  into  the 
health  of  the  Borough  to  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1848,  as  a  preliminary  to  that  Act  becoming 
operative  in  the  area.  No  doubt  the  ravages  of  the  great  cholera  epidemic 
of  1849  had  acted  as  a  stimulus.  In  the  towmship  of  North  Shields,  1 
in  CYcry  22  persons  had  sickened  in  that  epidemic,  there  having  been 
727  cases  of  cholera  in  the  whole  Borough,  of  which  337  had  a  fatal 
termination.  The  average  annual  death  rate  from  all  causes  over  a 
period  of  7  years,  had  been  24.9  per  1,000,  compared  with  11.46  jie- 
1,000  for  the  year  covered  by  this  report. 

A  conclusion  reached  as  a  result  of  the  Inquiry,  was  'Hhat  the  very 
large  amount  now  expended,  either  compulsorily  or  voluntarily,  for 
sickness  among  the  ])oor,  might  be  greatly  diminished  i)y  the  application 
of  efficient  sanitary  remedies.” 


Whilst  more  comprehensive  details  are  given  throughout  the  pages 
of  this  report,  certain  of  the  main  features  of  the  vital  statistics  of  the 
Borough  for  the  year  1949  merit  your  attention. 

Tlie  birth  rate  of  19.72  per  1,000  of  the  ])opulation  shows  a  slight 
increase  against  that  of  1948  (19.54). 

The  death  rate  has  decreased  from  12.1 1  })er  1,000  of  the  population 
in  1948,  to  11.40  in  1949. 


Notifications  of 
d('ci’ea.se,  there  being 


new  cases  of  tuberculosis  showed  a  satisfactory 
97  cases  in.  1948,  against  76  in  1949. 


At  December  1949  a})proximately  70%  of  tlie  child  population  of 
tlie  Borough  had  been  immunised  against  diphtlieria  this  being  a  slight 
decrease  on  tlie  previous  year  (71%). 

Routine  sanitary  inspection  has  been  maintained  tliroughout  the 
year,  as  will  be  seen  from  a  study  of  the  Senior  vSanitary  Ins})ector's 
report,  commencing  at  page  34 

(Jnce  again  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks 
to  tlie  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee,  and  to  all 
mem1:»ers  of  my  staff,  for  their  valuable  support  and  keen  interest  that 
they  have  taken  in  the  general  administration  of  the  Department.

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REGISTRATION  OF  NURSING  HOMES. 

There  is  1  Nursing  Home  containing  17  beds  in  the  Borough,  registered 
under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  Routine  inspections  have  shewn 
this  home  to  be  run  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner. 

BLIND  PERSONS. 

The  total  number  of  blind  persons  on  tlie  Register  of  the  Welfare 
Department  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  144.  Under  Section  176  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  for  the  prevention  of  blindness  and  for  the 
treatment  of  eye  diseases  or  injury,  36  primary  examinations  were  carried 
out,  21  of  these  cases  v/ere  found  to  be  blind  within  the  meaning  of  tlie 
Blind  Persons  Act  and  2  were  found  to  be  not  blind.  13  cases  were 
registered  as  Partially  Blinded.  4  re-examinations  were  made  and  these 
4  cases  were  de-certified. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948. 

It  was  found  necessary  on  two  occasions  during  the  year,  to  invoke 
Section  47  of  this  Act  for  the  removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons 
in  need  of  care  and  attention.  Both  cases  were  aged  females,  living  by 
themselves,  and  in  neither  case  were  they  able,  after  thorough  enquiry 
had  been  made,  to  devote  to  themselves  proper  care  and  attention. 
One  was  suffering  from  a  grave  chronic  disease  (iV.M.)  and  the  other 
(A.j.M  .)  was  living  in  insanitary  conditions.  Both  were  admitted  to 
Part  III  Accommodation  scheduled  under  the  National  As.sistance  Act, 
1948,  and  on  31st  December,  1949,  the}'^  were  still  accommodated  therein, 
although  the  ])eriod  of  tliree  montlis  detention  specified  in  both 
Orders  had  expired  at  the  end  of  the  year.

PART  III. 


HEALTH  CENTRES  (Sec.  21). 

No  further  progress  was  made  during  1949  in  connection  with  the 
provision  of  Health  Centres.  The  need  for  a  Central  Health  Centre 
with  its  anciilaries,  has  become  a  matter  of  some  urgenc}^  particularly 
as  the  present  Health  Department  buildings,  built  man}^  years  ago  as  a 
Board  of  Guardians  Institution,  are  obsolete  and  over  crowded,  and  are 
now  owned  by  the  South  East  Northumberland  Hospital  Management 
Committee,  which  Committee  urgently  requires  the  site  for  the  extension 
of  adjacent  hospital  facilities. 

Plans  have  been  formulated  in  the  County  Borough's  building 
])rogramme  for  the  next  five  years  for  the  building  of  Health  Centres, 
but  it  is  doubtful  if  the  economic  position  will  permit  any  practical 
progress  to  be  made  during  this  period. 

CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN  (Sec.  22). 

Institutional  Provision  for  Unmarried  Mothers  and  Illegitimate  Infants 
and  other  Children.

CHILD  WELFARE. 

Three  Sessions  are  held  weekly  at  the  Public  Health  Department 
Central  Clinic  for  the  weighing  of  children  and  consultations  with  mothers 
concerning  the  child’s  health  and  feeding. 

Subsidiary  clinics  are  held  at  the  Meadow  Well  School  to  serve  the 
western  districts  of  the  Borough  and  at  Y.M.C.A.  Buildings,  Cullercoats, 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  eastern  parts  of  the  Borough. 

One  weekly  session  is  held  at  these  latter  clinics.

Much  work  relating  to  disinfestation  of  children  is  carried  out  regularly 
at  both  the  Schools  Clinic  and  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres.

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NURSERY  SCHOOLS, 

There  are  two  Nursery  Schools  in  the  Borough,  administered  by 
voluntary  committees.  Both  schools  have  places  for  80  children. 

A  war-time  Day  Nursery  which  was  opened  in  1943  and  which  has 
accommodation  for  36  pre-school  children  has  been  utilised  to  capacity 
throughout  the  year.  Daily  average  attendances  34. 


REPORT  BY  R.  W.  ESSENHIGH,  SENIOR  SCHOOL  DENTAL  OFFICER, 
ON  THE  DENTAL  TREATMENT  PROVIDED  FOR  EXPECTANT 

AND  NURSING  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN  DURING 

1949. 

During  the  year  1949  the  special  session  held  each  Monday  afternoon 
at  the  Public  Health  Department,  North  Shields,  for  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers  and  pre-school  children  was  continued. 

Of  the  74  mothers  examined  all  required  some  dental  treatment 
and  were  referred  by  letter  to  private  dental  practitioners  for  the  necessary 
work  to  be  carried  out. 

Records  relating  to  the  completed  treatment  in  these  cases  are  not 
available  but  a  general  readiness  to  avail  themselves  of  early  dental 
treatment  was  noted  in  the  majority  of  patients. 

Pending  the  appointment  of  an  Assistant  Dental  Officer,  this  system 
of  referring  these  patients  to  private  practitioners  has  accelerated  the 
treatment  of  many  mouths  where  gross  dental  caries  was  a  serious  factor. 

Many  pre-school  children  who  were  examined  during  the  year 
required  extensive  dental  treatment  and  as  many  as  possible  were  treated 
by  the  administration  of  general  anaesthetics  and  the  extraction  of 
carious  teeth.  Others  were  treated  by  the  insertion  of  preservative 
dressings  in  save&ble  temporary  teeth. 

A  new  and  effective  treatment  for  the  arresting  and  prevention  of 
dental  caries  by  the  administration  of  vitamin  capsules  containing  a  small 
percentage  of  natural  bonemeal  has  been  commenced  at  these  sessions. 

Early  results  show  that  in  many  patients  dental  caries  has  been 
arrested  and  areas  of  decalcification  on  deciduous  teeth  have  shown 
distinct  traces  of  re-calcification.  These  capsules  are  issued  free  of  charge 
and  reports  from  parents  show  an  increase  in  appetite  and  general  health 
in  a  considerable  number  of  cases. 

Cases,  in  which  X-ray  examination  has  been  considered  necessary, 
lla^•e  been  referred  to  Preston  Hospital  for  this  service.

HOME  NURSING  (Sec.  25). 

Seven  whole  time  district  nurses  are  under  the  direct  control  of  the 
Superintendent  Nursing  Officer,,  who  is  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Public 
Health  Department.  All  rec]uests  for  the  services  of  a  district  nurse 
must  be  supported  by  a  certificate  from  the  patient’s  own  doctor. 

During  the  3^ear,  the  district  nurses  paid  18,927  visits  to  546  patients. 

Loan  equipment,  in  the  form  of  bed  pans,  back  rests,  air  cushions, 
etc.,  are  available  free  of  charge  and  considerable  use  of  this  service 
has  been  made  by  patients. 


VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION  (Sec.  26). 

Since  tlie  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  removed  the  clement 
of  compulsion  from  vaccination,  efforts  are  still  being  made  by  direct 
approacli  to  parents  by  health  visitors,  and  by  postal  reminders,  to 
have  infants  vaccinated.

DIPHTHERIA. 

IMMUNISATION. 

The  scheme  for  the  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  of  the  child 
population,  has  been  well  supported  parents. 

Scholars  are  immunised  at  the  schools  and  at  the  Schools  Clinic, 
whilst  Pre-School  children  are  immunised  at  the  Central  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Centre.  A  total  of  901  children  were  immunised 
under  the  scheme  during  the  year,  65  of  which  were  School  Children, 
and  836  Pre-School  Children.

W.  Welch,  the  Hon.  Ihiiancial  Secretary  of  tlic  Tyneiiioiilli 
Care  Committee  re])orts  tliat  clminj^  the  year  1949,  tlie  juimber  of  cases 
of  tuberculosis  assisted  was  14.  All  were  granted  extra  nourishment, 
consisting  of  special  quantities  of  milk.

Domiciliary  Visiting. 

During  the  year  the  Tuberculosis  Nurse  paid  1,717  visits  to  the 
homes  of  patients. 


DOMESTIC  HELP  (Sec.  29). 

Mainly  for  the  reasons  stated  below,  out  of  67  applications  received 
during  1949,  help  was  allocated  in  only  31  cases. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  Home  and  Domestic  Help  scheme 
is  designed  to  give  temporary  help  in  households  where  illness  or  con¬ 
finement  prevents  the  housewife  from  carrying  out  her  normal  household 
duties.  It  is  not  in  any  way  intended  to  satisfy  the  needs  of  permanently 
bedridden  or  infirm  persons.  Aged  and  infirm  persons  who  are  unable 
to  manage  their  own  homes  may,  if  within  the  appropriate  income  groups, 
make  application  to  the  Assistance  Board  for  monetary  assistance  in 
engaging  the  services  of  a  domestic  help  which  they  are  expected  to  secure 
privately.  The  alternative  in  this  type  of  case  is  for  the  applicant  to  be 
admitted  to  residential  accommodation  under  Part  HI  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act,  1946. 

In  the  case  of  legitimate  applications  for  this  serndee,  it  has  been 
found  that  50  per  cent,  on  discovering  that  the  service  is  not  free,  have 
decided  to  drop  the  matter.  A  further  25  to  30  per  cent,  find  that  the 
assessment  made  in  accordance  with  their  income  is  too  high  for  them  to 
meet  ;  the  remaining  20  or  25  per  cent,  who  obtain  service  are  in  the  main 
those  to  which  a  low  assessment  is  applicable  and  because  of  their  financial 
circumstances  there  is  real  need  for  the  service.

The 
Committee  considers,  and  reports  to  the  Health  Committee,  all  matters 
connected  with  Lunacy  and  Mental  Deficiency.

Co-ordination  with  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  Hospital  Management 
Committee  (joint  use  of  Officers). 

G.  McCoull,  O.B.E.,  V.R.D.,  M.D.,  Medical  Superintendent  of 
Prudhoe  and  Monkton  Mental  Deficiency  Hospital  conducts  a  Mental 
Deficienc}^  Clinic  once  a  month  at  the  Tynemouth  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment.  During  the  year  12  clinics  were  held  and  the  following  cases 
dealt  with  : — 

New  Cases,  24  ;  20  cases  paid  secondary  visits. 

Patients  on  Licence  in  Tynemouth  from  Prudhoe  and  Monkton 
Hospital  are  supervised  by  Tynemouth’s  Mental  Welfare  Investigation 
Officer. 

Duties  Delegated  to  Voluntary  Associations. 

After-care  visiting  of  patients  on  trial  and  discharged  from  mental 
hospitals,  is  carried  out,  by  arrangement,  by  Officers  of  the  National 
Association  for  Mental  Health.  During  the  year  84  visits  were  paid 
to  17  cases. 

Training  of  Mental  Health  Workers. 

No  special  arrangements  have  yet  been  initiated  for  the  further 
training  of  Mental  Health  Workers. 

Work  Undertaken  in  the  Community  under  Section  28  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

The  establishment  of  an  occupational  training  centre  has  not  yet 
been  considered.  Friendly  and  statutory  supervision  of  defectives  in 
the  community  is  carried  out  by  the  Mental  Welfare  Investigation  Officer 
who  assists  defectives  to  obtain  suitable  employment. 

LUNACY  AND  MENTAL  TREATMENT  ACTS. 

Three  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
carry  out  the  statutory  duties  of  Duly  Authorised  Officers,  in  addition 
to  their  normal  duties.  They  are  Mr.  W.  R.  Miller,  Chief  Clerk,  Mr. 
B.  0.  Blagburn,  Clerk  and  Miss  M.  A.  Hey,  Superintendent  Nursing 
Officer. 

Miss  Hey  acts  only  in  an  emergency,  and  the  major  part  of  the  work 
i.s  carried  out  by  the  two  male  members  of  the  staff.

Out  of  the  total  of  108  cases  dealt  with,  103  were  admitted  directly 
to  Preston  Hospital,  and  5  were  admitted,  directl}^  to  St.  George’s  Mental 
Hospital,  Morpeth. 

Of  the  103  cases  admitted  to  Preston  Hospital,  68  were  certified 
by  the  medical  staff  of  the  Hospital  and  transferred  therefrom  to  St. 
George’s  Hospital,  19  were  discharged  home,  6  were  transferred  to  Part 
HI  Accommodation  (National  Assistance  Act,  1946),  and  9  were  retained 
as  hospital  patients.  1  case  was  removed  to  prison. 

In  the  majority  of  the  cases,  the  Dul}^  Authorised  Officers  have 
found  it  necessary  to  visit  the  patients’  homes,  seeking  information 
regarding  the  patient,  and  they  have  on  practically  all  occasions  given 
advice  and  guidance  to  the  relatives. 

The  work  of  the  Duly  Authorised  Officers  is  made  unduly  onerous 
owing  to  the  lack  of  hospital  beds  for  the  aged  and  infirm.  It  is  a  m^atter 
for  regret  that  the  only  way  at  present  of  obtaining  hospital  admissions 
for  cases  of  senile  dementia  is  by  action  under  the  Lunacy  Acts. 

Work  Undertaken  in  the  Community  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts, 

1913—1938. 

Ascertainment  is  carried  out  in  co-operation  with  Tynemoutli 
Education  Authority  and  general  practitioners.  New  cases  are  referred 
to  Dr.  McCoull  for  specialist  diagnosis.  The  number  of  defectives  awaiting 
vacancies  in  institutions  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  15. 

16  cases  were  ascertained  as  “subject  to  be  dealt  with”  and  4  others 
were  reported,  but  were  found  on  investigation  “as  not  subject  to  be 
dealt  with”. 

2  patients  were  under  guardianship  during  the  year  and  113  were 
under  supervision.  Supervision  is  carried  out  by  the  Mental  Welfare 
Investigation  Officer.  No  scheme  for  the  Domiciliary  training  of  Mental 
Defectives  is  in  operation.

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WATER, 

The  water  su])ply  lor  domestic  and  general  use  in  the  County  Borougli 
of  Tynemouth  is  provided  by  the  Local  Authority’s  Water  Undertaking 
which  is  also  responsible  for  providing  water  supplies  to  several  other 
areas  in  South  Last  Northumberland. 

'I'lic  water  is  derived  from  two  principal  sources,  namely,  an  upland 
surface  catchment  area  and  from  springs.  Surface  water  constitutes 
approximately  75%  of  the  total  quantit}^  the  remaining  25%  being 
of  spring  origin.  Both  of  these  sources  are  situated  approximately  25 
miles  from  the  Borough.  The  surface  water  is  filtered  and  chlorinated 
at  the  works  adjacent  to  the  impounding  reservoir.  The  suppty  is  then 
joined  by  the  spring  water  some  eight  miles  from  the  works. 

During  the  year,  the  main  supply  was  augmented  to  a  greater  extent 
than  in  previous  years  by  considerable  quantities  of  water  drawn  from 
the  undertaking  of  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Company. 
The  necessity  for  this  further  increase  was  occasioned  b}^  an  extremely 
acute  shortage  of  water  which  persisted  throughout  the  summer,  and 
which  arose  as  a  result  of  the  abnormal  incidence  of  rainfall  in  the  catch¬ 
ment  area  in  the  first  half  of  the  year. 

The  supply  is  distributed  to  the  town  from  five  service  reservoirs. 
Of  these,  three  are  covered,  and  two  uncovered.  Secondary  chlorination 
is  carried  out  at  both  of  the  open  service  reservoirs. 

During  the  year  under  review,  75  samples  of  water  obtained  from 
the  system  of  the  ('orporation  water  undertaking  were  submitted  for 
l)acteriological  examination.  Of  that  number  34  related  to  samples 
obtained  from  reservoirs,  distributing  houses,  springs,  etc.,  the  remaining 
41  samples  were  from  piped  domestic  supplies. 

Two  of  the  latter  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

Follow-up  samples  from  these  sources  indicated  that  the  defects 
had  been  subsequently  remedied. 

Two  samples  of  water  were  subject  to  chemical  analysis.  In  both 
cases  the  findings,  including  that  relating  to  plumbo  solvency,  were 
satisfactory. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  samples,  five  samples  of  water  from 
other  sources,  springs,  wells,  etc.,  together  with  seven  samples  from 
swimming  pools  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  Seven 
samples  obtained  from  the  two  swimming  pools  in  the  Borough  were 
subjected  to  chemical  analysis,  three  in  detail  and  four  for  the  ascertain¬ 
ment  of  the  chlorine  content.

The  abatement  of  nuisances,  and  the  carrying  out  of  repairs  to 
property  has  continued  to  be  difficult,  owing  to  priority  of  labour  and 
materials  being  diverted  to  the  erection  of  new  buildings.  The  high  cost 
of  repairs  and  the  fact  that  in  the  majority  of  the  older  properties  in  the 
town,  the  revenue  available  is  insufficient  to  enable  owners  to  maintain 
these  properties  in  a  reasonable  state  of  repair,  has  caused  a  slight  increase 
in  the  number  of  complaints  received.  Until  such  time  as  the  clearance 
of  the  older  type  properties  can  be  resumed,  no  marked  improvement 
can  be  expected.

MEANS  OF  ESCAPE  IN  CASE  OF  FIRE. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Section  34(1)  factories  of  certain  categories 
are  now  required  to  be  certified  by  the  Council  as  having  adequate  means 
of  escape  in  case  of  fire.  14  certificates  were  approved  during  the  year. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  were  48  premises  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year,  all 
of  which  were  inspected  regularly.  It  was  not  necessary  to  serve  any 
notices  during  the  year, 
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SHOPS  ACT,  1984  (Section  10). 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act,  917  visits  were  made  to 
inspect  sanitary  conveniences  and  other  arrangements  for  the  welfare 
of  the  assistants. 


ASHPITS. 

There  are  14  ashpits,  51  privy  ashpits  and  22  wet  pails  in  the 
Borough. 

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

During  the  year,  1,546  visits  were  made  to  6-18  premises  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  rat  infestations  ;  business  premises  with  a  high 
risk  of  infestation  receiving  special  attention.  4  notices  were  served 
with  successful  results  in  certain  difficult  cases.  The  remedying  of 
drainage  and  structural  defects,  together  with  the  use  of  traps,  poison 
baits,  etc.,  resulted  in  the  majority  of  the  premises  being  cleared.  All 
work  was  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  with  the  help  of  two 
trained  operators  from  the  Borough  Surveyor’s  Department. 

Tlie  Seventli  and  Eighth  Maintenance  Treatments  of  the  sewers 
were  carried  out  between  the  10th  January  and  the  12th  Februar3g  and 
tlie  27tli  June  and  the  19th  July,  1949,  respectively.  This  consisted  of 
two  days  pre-bait,  one  day  poison  bait,  and  a  fourth  day  ^dsit  to  ascertain 
tiie  amount  of  bait  consumed.  The  estimated  kills  for  these  treatments 
were  as  follows  : —

Two  Block  Control  treatments  to  Fish  Quay  premises  were  carried 
out  during  the  year,  and  resulted  in  a  calculated  kill  of  738  rats. 

During  the  year,  privately  owned  and  Corporation  properties, 
including  tips,  were  treated  by.  the  Corporation,  whilst  certain  privately 
owned  works  and  other  premises  carried  out  treatment  eitlier  by  direct 
labour  or  b\^  .servicing  firms,  resulting  in  a  calculated  kill  of  2,170  rats. 

Farms  and  small  holdings  are  supervised  by  the  Northumberland 
County  Agricultural  Executive  Committee,  and  these  have  also  received 
attention.

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Dwellinghouses  were  sprayed  with  insecticide  after  preparation 
of  rooms,  e.g.,  stripping  off  wallpaper  and  removing  skirting  boards, 
etc.  Infested  bedding  was  de-infested  by  steam  clisinfection. 

The  dwellings,  furniture  and  effects  of  all  prospective  Corpora¬ 
tion  tenants  are  inspected  for  evidence  of  vermin,  and  freed  before 
removal  to  Corporation  Houses,  by  a  six  hour  concentrated  fumigation 
with  Sulphur  Dioxide  (2.8%  S.O.g)  ;  the  gas  being  kept  circulating 
by  means  of  electric  fans. 

All  deinfestation  is  carried  out  by  experienced  men  employed 
directly  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Deinfestation  of  private^  owned  and  occupied  property  is  not 
carried  out  by  the  Department.  The  services  of  a  Sanitary  Inspector 
are  given  in  an  advisory  capacity,  sprays  being  loaned  free  of  charge, 
and  insecticide  sold  at  cost  price.

From  the  above  Table  “E''  it  will  be  observed,  that  there  is  a  total 
of  747  overcrowded  properties  in  the  Borough  at  the  present  time,  as 
against  the  figure  of  1,205  presented  in  my  last  report. 

Whilst  this  reduction  tends  to  suggest  that  good  progress  has  been 
made  in  the  abatement  of  overcrowding,  in  actual  fact  this  principally 
relates  to  the  re-housing  of  families  in  the  smaller  groups,  and  I  would 
point  out  that  there  still  remains  a  ‘diard  core”  of  some  229  "large” 
families  for  whom  no  special  provision  can  be  made,  until  such  time  as 
special  types  of  accommodation  may  be  built  for  their  particular  needs. 

An  analysis  of  the  229  overcrowded  "large”  families  is  given  below.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

MILK  SUPPLIES. 

There  were  8  Cowkeepers  with  15  cowsheds  housing  160  cows  on 
the  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year,  3  of  whom  are  Licensed  producers 
of  "Accredited”  Milk,  and  1  Licensed  producer  of  "Tuberculin  Tested” 
Milk. 

During  the  year.  Veterinary  Inspectors  of  the  Ministry  of  Agricul¬ 
ture  and  Fisheries  examined  the  herds  of  1  Tuberculin.  Tested  Producer 
and  2  "Accredited”  Producers. 


96  visits  were  made  to  cowsheds  and  387  visits  were  made  to  dairies, 
milk  shops,  etc.,  and  all  infringements  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Acts  and 
Orders  were  dealt  with  satisfactorily. 

Consignments  of  milk  coming  into  the  Borough  by  road  or  rail 
and  the  conditions  of  the  empty  churns  returned  received  attention. 
The  keeping  qualities  of  milk  from  certain  outside  sources  has  seriously 
deteriorated  due  to  difficulties  both  in  production  and  transport.

MILK  SAMPLES  FOR  BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION. 

During  the  year  66  samples  of  Milk  were  taken  for  examination 
and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Newcastle,  and 
Ponteland.  Of  the  total  samples  taken  43  were  from  sources  within 
the  Borough  and  23  from  outside.  In  addition  4  samples  of  Pasteurised 
Milk  were  submitted  to  the  Public  iVnalyst  for  the  Phosphatase  Test. 

Of  the  above,  59  samples  were  examined  for  Tubercle  Bacilli,  5 
of  which  gave  positive  results.  Appropriate  action  was  taken  under 

the  Tuberculosis  Orders  1925/1938  in  these  cases.

The  producers  of  unsatisfactory  samples  in  this  area  were  visited, 
cautioned  and  given  advice,  whilst  those  outside  the  area  were  notified, 
together  with  the  Local  Authorities  concerned. 


BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  ICE-CREAM. 

Provisional  standards  were  suggested  in  March  1948  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health.  At  the  moment,  however,  whilst  these  standards  have  not 
been  legally  adopted,  they  do  furnish  valuable  information  as  to  the 
relative  purit}/  of  this  commodity. 

All  samples  are  subjected  to  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  similar  to 
that  applied  to  Milk  samples.  It  is  suggested  by  the  Ministry  that 
over  any  six  months  period  50%  of  a  vendor’s  samples  should  fall  into 
Grade  1  ;  80%  into  Grades  1  or  2  ;  and  not  more  than  20%  into  Grade 
3;  and  none  at  all  in  Grade  4.

It  is  to  be  expected  that  certain  unsatisfactory  samples  will  be 
obtained  until  such  time  as  manufacturers  receive  the  full  equipment 
necessar}^  to  produce  Ice-Cream  which  will  comply  with  the  higher 
standards  now  required,  or  until  they  become  more  conversant  with  the 
use  of  their  existing  equipment. 

TYNEMOUTH  CORPORATION  ACTS,  1916-1934. 

Regulations  made  under  these  Acts  are  in  force,  and  no  persons  are 
permitted  to  use  premises  for  the  preparation  of  food  unless  they  are 
registered  by  the  Local  Authority,  who  have  power  to  refuse  registration 
if,  in  their  opinion,  the  premises  are  unsatisfactory. 

There  were  134  persons  in  the  Borough  registered  as  occupiers  of 
premises  in  which  Ice-Cream  is  sold  or  manufactured.  117  persons 
are  registered  as  owners  or  occupiers  of  premises  in  which  Preserved 
Meat,  Fish  Cakes,  or  other  foods  are  prepared.  These  figures  do  not 
include  premises  used  for  the  business  of  Fish  and  Potato  Frying. 

755  visits  were  made  during  the  year  to  supervise  and  emphasise 
the  need  for  cleanliness  in  the  handling  of  food.  No  serious  negligence 
was  discovered.

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 


Slaughterhouses. 

There  now  remain  14  private  slaughterhouses,  which  are  subject  to 
annual  Licence.  Since  the  operation  of  the  Livestock  (Restrictions  on 
Slaughtering)  Order  1940,  all  slaughtering  is  now  centralised  at  Whitley 
Bay  under  Government  Control,  and  deliveries  of  meat  are  made  direct 
to  the  butchers'  shops. 

51  cases  of  special  slaughter  of  pigs  for  home  consumption  w^ere 
authorised  under  a  Licence  the  Ministry  of  Food,  and  the  carcases 
and  organs  were  inspected. 

Inspection  of  Meat. 

313  visits  were  made  to  butchers’  shops.  There  are  no  open  stalls 
used  for  the  sale  of  meat. 


SWINE  FEVER. 

One  case  of  suspected  Swine  Fever  was  reported  to  the  Ministry. 
The  outbreak  was  confirmed  by  the  Veterinary  Inspector,  and  resulted 
in  the  slaughter  and  destruction  of  2  pigs. 


WHALEMEAT. 

Since  the  introduction  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Whalemeat)  Regula¬ 
tions,  1949,  which  came  into  force  on  the  20th  March,  1949,  no  landings 
w'ere  marie  direct  from  the  fishing  grounds. 


FISH. 

During  the  season,  a  large  number  of  boats  were  engaged  in  herring 
fishing,  and  the  catches  were  usually  landed  and  dealt  with  the  same  day. 
All  catches  were  dealt  with  at  the  Corporation  Fish  Quay,  and  the  quality 
of  the  fish  landed,  has  been  well  maintained. 

Mr.  J.  Coxon  Fry,  Quay  Master,  has  kindly  placed  at  my  disposal 
the  following  figures  showing  the  volume  and  value  of  the  trade  in  fish 
during  the  year.

MINERAL  OIL  IN  FOOD  ORDER,  1949. 

During  the  year,  legal  proceedings  were  instituted  in  conjunction 
with  the  Ministry  of  Food  against  a  manufacturer  of  Meat  Pies  in  respect 
of  the  use  of  Petroleum  Jelty  contrary  to  the  above  Order,  and  convictions 
were  obtained  on  two  charges.  Fines  totalling  £20  were  imposed. 


SWIMMING  BATHS. 

There  are  two  open-air  swimming  pools  in  the  Borough. 

Tynemouth  Bathing  Pool  :“The  sea  water  is  subject  to  continuous 
filtration  and  chlorination  treatment.  6  samples  taken  for 
Bacteriological  examination  were  found  satisfactory. 

Hawkey Lane  Swimming  Baths  : — Previously  a  salt  water  bath, 
a  change  to  fresh  water  was  made  at  the  beginning  of  the  1947 
season.  The  water  is  subject  to  chlorination  by  the  addition 
of  a  chlorinating  agent.  1  sample  was  taken  during  the  year 
which  proved  unsatisfactory.  Until  the  installation  of  a  con- 
tinuous  filtration  and  chlorination  plant,  which  is  at  present  in 
hand,  no  improvement  is  to  be  expected.

Existing  Service. 

The  care  of  mothers  and  young  children  is  at  present  carried  out 
in  the  Borough  through  the  medium  of  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Services.  These  Services  are  under  the  immediate  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Officer  and  are  operated 
by  her  with  the  assistance  of  five  Health  Visitors  in  association 
with  two  Tuberculosis  Visitors  and  the  Municipal  Midwifery  Staff. 

The  Service  is  primarily  advisory  in  character.  Expectant 
mothers  in  addition  to  being  advised  to  attend  the  ante  and  post¬ 
natal  clinic  by  the  midwives  and  health  visitors,  are  encouraged 
to  attend  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  for  advice  on 
ante-natal  activities  and  subsequent  to  the  birth  of  the  child  to 
attend  with  it  for  instruction  in  feeding,  general  care,  weighing, 
etc.  Mothers  with  children  of  less  than  five  years  of  age  are  also 
impressed  with  the  importance  of  taking  advantage  of  the  facilities 
offered.  Domiciliary  visiting  is  carried  out  by  the  Health  Visitors 
soon  after  the  fourteenth  day  after  birth  and  regularly  thereafter 
until  the  child  is  five  years  of  age. 

The  Centre  is  also  used  as  a  place  of  distribution  of  dried  milk 
products  and  vitamin  preparations,  for  the  exhibition  of  diphtheria 
prophylaxis  in  the  case  of  pre-schoolchildren,  and  the  Municipal 
Ante-Natal  Clinic  is  sited  in  the  same  building. 

Two  Subsidiary  Centres  with  similar  functions  will  be  established 
in  outlying  areas  of  the  Borough  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

No  specific  schemes  for  dental,  ear,  nose  and  throat,  ophthalmic 
or  orthopaedic  treatment  have  as  yet  been  introduced  but  arrange¬ 
ments  for  providing  these  services  in  individual  cases  are  made 
through  Preston  Hospital  (Local  Authority)  the  Tynemouth  Victoria 
Jubilee  Infirmary  (voluntary)  and  hospitals  outside  the  Borough.

Description  of  the  Service  which  it  is  proposed  to  operate  on 

the  Appointed  Day. 

A.  General  Arrangements. 

1.  Administrative  Arrangements.  It  is  not  proposed  to  make 
any  basic  alterations  in  the  existing  general  administrative  arrange¬ 
ments  of  the  services  which  have  been  described  briefly  in  the 
preceding  paragraph . 

It  would  appear  that  no  immediate  increase  in  the  medical 
personnel  of  the  services  need  be  considered,  as  certain  duties  at 
present  performed  by  tlie  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Medical 
Officer  will  pass  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  and  she  will  thus  liave  time  at  her  disposal  to  meet  the 
demands  of  any  extension  of  clinic  facilities. 

Final  proposals  for  expansion  of  specialist  services  must  remain 
undetermined  until  such  time  as  the  other  administrative  authorities 
concerned  are  fully  established  (Regional  Hospital  Board,  Manage¬ 
ment  Committees,  etc.). 

It  has  not  been  possible  as  yet  to  have  consultation  with  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  on  the  question  of  joint  appointments, 
appointment  of  Consultants  and  the  provision  of  specialrst  treatment 
services.  These  will  be  held  as  soon  as  possible. 

2.  Joint  xArrangements.  It  is  not  proposed  to  make  any  joint 
arrangements  with  any  other  Local  Health  Authority. 

3.  Arrangements  with  Voluntary  Organisations.  The  super¬ 
vision  of  unmarried  mothers  and  illegitimate  children  is  carried 
out  by  the  Tynemouth  Moral  Welfare  Association. 

.  It  is  proposed  to  retain  this  Service  in  its  present  form.  Should 
the  District  Nursing  Association  Service  continue  in  existence 
after  the  appointed  day,  the  present  arrangement  with  that  body 
for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  and  other 
inflammatory  conditions  of  the  eye  in  infants,  will  continue. 

4.  Liaison  with  other  Bodies.  It  has  not  been  possible  up 
to  the  present  to  discuss  the  formulation  of  proposals  in  this  con¬ 
nection  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  appropriate  Manage¬ 
ment  Committee  but  it  can  be  reasonably  anticipated  that  there 
will  be  no  obstacles  to  effecting  co-ordination  to  a  degree  equal  to 
that  which  already  exists  between  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Service  and  the  local  hospitals.  Due  regard  will  be  given  to  the 
desirability  of  the  extension  of  services  already  rendered  by  the 
liospitals  and  specialists  attached  to  them. 

Liaison  with  the  general  practitioner  service  will  be  established 
through  the  representatives  of  tlie  Local  Health  Authority  on  the 
Local  Executive  Council,  of  which  one  is  tlie  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.

2.  Care  of  Premature  Infants.  Jt  is  proposed  in  conjunction 
with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  to  make  special  arrangements 
for  the  care  of  premature  babies. 

3.  Dental  Care,  (i)  Provision  for  Dental  Treatment  of  : — 

(A)  Expectant  Mothers  :  (B)  Nursing  Mothers  ; 

It  is  intended  that  this  service  should  be  provided  under  arrange¬ 
ment  with  the  Education  Committee  for  a  Joint  Dental  Service  for 
expectant  mothers,  young  children  and  schoolchildren,  and  the 
dental  staff  of  the  Authority  will  be  increased  to  ensure  adequate 
conservative  and  radical  treatment.  So  far  as  expectant  mothers 
and  young  children  (including  children  attending  at  Nurseries) 
are  concerned,  specific  provision  will  be  made  for  ; — 

(a)  the  dental  examination  and  treatment  of  all  expectant 
mothers  following  their  first  attendance  at  ante-natal 
clinic  ; 

{b)  the  periodical  examination  of  children  up  to  the  time  they 
come  under  the  care  of  the  School  Dental  Service. 

It  is  intended  that  major  dental  surgery  should  be  provided  at 
Dental  Hospitals  by  arrangement  with  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board,  with  whom  it  is  intended  to  discuss  the  matter. 

An  extension  of  the  accommodation  for  dental  surgery  will  be 
necessary,  and  it  is  intended  to  approach  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  with  a  view  to  extending  the  present  arrangements  for  this 
service  at  Preston  Hospital,  North  Shields. 

(C)  Young  Children. 

Provision  will  be  made  for  extractions  and  fillings  to  be  carried 
out  by  members  of  the  School  Dental  Staff. 

(ii)  Number  of  Dentists  to  be  Employed  on  this  Work  : — 
It  is  proposed  to  administer  this  service  in  conjunction  with  the 
School  Dental  Service,  under  the  direction  of  the  School  Dental 
Officer.  The  services  of  the  equivalent  of  one  full-time  Dental 
Officer  will  be  utilised  for  the  purpose  of  implementing  the  obliga¬ 
tions  imposed  on  the  Local  Health  Authority  under  Section  22  of 
the  Act. 

(hi)  Number  of  Sessions  to  be  Held  Each  Week  : — 

These  will  be  fixed  when  the  arrangements  with  the  Education 
Committee  for  the  joint  service  are  considered. 
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(iv)  Arrangements  for  Patients  Requiring  Dentures  : — 

It  is  intended  that  arrangements  may  be  made  for  impressions 
and  models  to  be  prepared  by  the  Dental  Officer  and  transmitted 
to  a  dental  laboratory  for  completion.  The  possibility  of  a  dental 
laboratory  being  established  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  will 
be  borne  in  mind. 

4.  Supply  of  Welfare  Foods.  The  Council  propose  to  distribute, 
on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Food,  those  welfare  foods  which  are 
included  in  the  Government’s  Welfare  Food  Scheme,  and  to  arrange 
for  other  welfare  foods  to  be  supplied  where  the  welfare  of  expectant 
or  nursing  mothers  or  young  children  so  requires. 

5.  Provision  of  Maternity  Outfits.  Maternity  outfits  have 
been  provided  in  the  past  to  necessitous  cases  free  of  charge  but 
owing  to  supply  difficulties,  the  practice  is  at  present  in  abeyance. 
This  service  will  be  re-introduced  when  practicable. 

6.  Nursery  Provision. 

[a)  Day  Nurseries.  A  day  nursery  of  36  places  for  children 
up  to  the  age  of  five  years  is  already  established  and  will  continue 
to  function  after  the  appointed  day.  It  is  intended  that  this 
shall  ultimately  be  confined  to  children  under  the  age  of  two  ^^ears, 
provi.sion  for  the  older  children  being  made  by  tlie  Education 
Committee  at  Nursery  Schools. 

{b)  Residential  Nurseries.  It  is  not  intended  to  make 
provision  for  residential  nursery  accommodation. 

(c)  Other  Forms  of  Provision  for  the  Cake  of  Children 
During  the  Day-time  Only.  It  is  not  proposed  to  provide  any 
other  facilities  other  than  those  alreadv  mentioned. 

7.  Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  thier  Children.  Super¬ 
vision  of  these  classes  is  at  present  administered  through  a  voluntary 
body  (County  Borough  of  Tynemouth  Moral  Welfare  Society) 
and  it  is  proposed  to  continue  this  work  on  the  same  basis. 

PART  III. 

Development  Plan. 

It  is  proposed  to  expand  and  develop,  as  soon  as  practicable, 
the  arrangements  for  the  dental  care  of  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers  and  of  children  under  the  age  of  five  so  as  to  provide 
adequate  facilities  for  every  expectant  mother  to  be  examined  by  a 
dental  practitioner  following  her  first  attendance  at  an  ante-natal 
clinic  ;  for  the  periodical  examination  of  children  under  the  age  of 
five  ;  and  for  the  necessary  treatment  to  be  provided  for  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers  and  young  children,  particular  attention 
being  given  to  conservative  treatment. 

It  is  proposed  to  review  all  the  services  provided  from  time  to 
time  and  to  develop  them  according  to  requirements  and  as  cir¬ 
cumstances  permit.

MIDWIVES  SERVICE. 

PART  1. 

Statistical  Daj'a.

Existing  Service. 

The  existing  domiciliary  midwifery  service  was  established  by 
the  Council  in  1937,  in  implementation  of  the  requirements  of  the 
Midwives  Act,  1936. 

The  Service  is  operated  by  a  staff  of  eight  midwives,  supervised 
by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Medical  Officer.  An  ante 
and  post  natal  clinic  was  established  under  the  direction  of  the 
same  officer  primarily  for  the  use  of  women  engaging  the  services 
of  a  municipal  midwife  but  available  to  patients  of  general  practi¬ 
tioners,  and  those  intending  to  go  into  a  private  maternity  home, 
etc.,  if  desired. 

Bookings  are  arranged  b}^  the  midwives  and  their  day  to  day 
duties  are  co-ordinated  by  a  member  of  the  clerical  staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department. 

A  flat  rate  fee  of  30/-  is  charged  to  the  patient  for  the  services  of 
a  midwife  or  25/-  in  cases  where  the  midwife  acts  as  a  maternity 
nurse.  Modification  of  these  fees  is  made  in  necessitous  cases. 

In  the  event  of  a  complication  arising,  the  midwife  may  call  upon 
the  services  of  any  general  medical  practitioner  of  the  patient’s 
own  choice,  who  in  turn  may  obtain  the  assistance  of  one  of  a  panel 
of  consultants,  if  desired.  Adequate  hospital  provision  exists  for 
cases  requiring  it. 

Fees  for  these  additional  services  are  recoverable  from  the  patient 
in  full  or  in  part  according  to  means. 

When  the  service  was  first  established  in  1937  midwives  were 
expected  to  conduct  80  confinements  per  annum  and  attend  a 
further  20  cases  per  annum  as  a  maternity  nurse.  The  approximate 
annual  number  of  births  at  that  time  was  1,200  of  which  800  sought 
the  services  of  a  midwife. 

During  the  ten  years  of  operation  of  the  service  the  number  of 
cases  with  which  a  midwife  can  be  reasonably  expected  to  deal 
has  suffered  a  considerable  reduction.  This  eventually  would 
normally  have  called  for  an  increase  of  staff,  but  it  was  offset  by 
the  concurrent  reduction  of  the  percentage  of  women  confined  in 
their  own  liomes.  The  tendency  for  an  increasing  number  of 
patients  to  seek  accommodation  in  hospital  has  bem  most  marked. 
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PART  TL 

Description  of  the  Service  which  will  Operate  on  the 

Appointed  Day. 

General  Administrative  Arrangements. 

1.  It  is  not  proposed  to  make  any  basic  changes  in  the  existing 
service. 

Although  it  is  proposed  that  the  immediate  direction  of  the 
service  shall  remain  the  responsibility  of  the  Maternit}^  and  Child 
Welfare  Medical  Officer,  it  is  the  intention  of  tlie  Council  to  appoint 
a  Superintendent  Nursing  Officer  whose  duties  will  include  the 
supervision  of  the  municipal  midwives  and  other  members  of  the 
nursing  staffs  of  the  Council. 

All  fees  in  relation  to  the  service  will,  of  course,  be  abolished. 

2.  The  service  will  continue  to  be  operated  through  the  medium 
of  a  staff  of  eight  full-time  midwives  until  such  time  as  the  demand 
for  the  facilities  offered  exceeds  that  which  may  be  reasonably 
met  by  the  existing  personnel. 

3.  It  is  not  proposed  to  enter  into  any  agreement  with  voluntary 
organisations  or  other  bodies  to  supplement  the  municipal  mid¬ 
wifery  services. 

Should  the  necessity  arise  for  the  extension  of  the  present  service 
the  Council  are  of  the  opinion  that  additional  midwives  should  be 
engaged  within  the  framework  of  the  present  service. 

4.  No  joint  arrangement  with  any  other  Local  Health  Autliority 
is  contemplated. 

Arrangements  for  the  Supervision  of  Mtdwives. 

See  '‘General  Administrative  Arrangements” — Paragraph  1. 
Fransport. 

The  centres  of  population  in  the  Borough  being  of  a  compact 
character  and  public  transport  facilities  being  adequate,  it  was  not 
considered  necessary  at  the  inception  of  the  service  to  make  any 
special  arrangements  for  the  transport  of  midwives,  except  to 
arrange  for  taxis  to  be  made  readily  available  for  their  use  in 
attending  to  night  and  emergency  calls. 

These  arrangements  are  at  present  functioning  satisfactorily 
and  it  is,  therefore,  not  proposed  to  modify  them. 

Analgesia. 

It  has  not  been  possible  as  yet  to  release  midwives  for  attendance 
at  courses  of  instruction  in  the  administration  of  analgesia.  The 
Council  has  given  authority  for  their  midwives  to  attend  the  pre¬ 
scribed  course  and  all  midwives  employed  by  this  Council  will 
undergo  training.  The  Council  have  given  authority  for  the 
purchase  of  eight  gas  and  analgesic  apparatus  at  a  cost  of  approxi¬ 
mately  £25  each,  and  these  will  be  purchased  as  and  when  the 
Midwives  complete  their  training. 

PART  III. 

Development  Plan. 

As  this  Council  is  satisfied  witli  tlie  existiiig  midwifery  services 
in  their  area,  no  proposals,  in  their  opinion,  need  be  formulated  as 
yet,  and  until  such  time  as  the  demand  for  the  service  of  municipal 
midwives  increases,  it  is  not  proposed  to  consider  this  matter.

Existing  Service. 

The  Health  Visiting  Services  of  the  Borough  are  provided  wholh' 
by  the  Council.  Five  full-time  health  visitors  are  employed. 

For  visiting  purposes  the  area  is  divided  into  districts  and  each 
health  visitor  has  her  own  particular  district.  Infants  are  visited 
as  soon  as  possible  after  the  fourteenth  day  after  birth,  and  periodic 
re-visits  are  made  until  the  child  reaches  the  age  of  5  years,  when 
its  record  cards  are  transferred  to  the  School  ^ledical  Department. 

The  health  visitors  are  also  responsible  for  the  staffing  of  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  on  rota. 

Advice  and  health  talks  are  given  when  necessary,  both  at  the 
mother’s  home  and  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre. 

From  time  to  time  their  services  have  been  utilised  in  the  investi¬ 
gation  of  the  home  conditions  of  sick  and  aged  persons  and  advice 
given  to  such  cases. 

The  direct  supervision  of  the  staff  is  at  present  carried  out  by 
the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Medical  Officer. 

PART  II. 

General  Administrative  Arrangements. 

1.  The  proposals  for  the  arrangements  to  become  operative  on 
the  appointed  day  are  based  on  the  principles  of  the  existing  service. 

Prior  to  the  appointed  day,  it  is  anticipated  that  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  two  new  subsidiary  clinics  in  the  Borough  shall  have  been 
achieved.  The  local  authority  has  had  this  project  under  con¬ 
sideration  for  some  time  and  now  that  suitable  premises  have 
become  available  these  clinics  will  commence  to  function  in  the 
near  future. 

The  extended  duties  to  be  placed  upon  the  service  in  relation  to 
advisory  functions  in  cases  of  illness,  injury  and  disability  will 
call  for  an  increase  in  personnel  and  a  consequent  need  for  more 
detailed  supervision,  the  latter  to  be  achieved  by  the  appointment 
of  a  Superintendent  Nursing  Officer  wlio  would  act  in  a  similar 
capacity  to  the  staffs  of  the  Domiciliaiy  Midwifery  and  Home 
Nursing  services,  and  perhaps,  by  arrangement  with  the  Local

General  Administrative  Arrangements. 

1 .  For  many  years  past  there  has  been  in  existence  in  the  County 
Borough  of  Tynemouth  a  District  Nursing  Association  which  is 
affiliated  with  tlie  Nortliumberland  Count}^  Nursing  Association. 
This  voluntary  body  has  been  responsible  for  the  administration 
of  an  efficient  domiciliar}^  nursing  service. 

In  recent  years,  the  demand  for  the  service  has  shown  a  gradual 
increase  and  this,  together  with  the  imposition  of  the  conditions  of 
service  of  nursing  staff  set  out  in  the  Rushcliffe  Committee  recom¬ 
mendations,  has  called  for  an  increase  in  the  number  of  nursing- 
personnel  employed  by  tlie  organisation. 

At  present  the  staff  consists  of  four  full-time  nurses  and  one 
part-time  relief  nurse. 

Members  of  a  household  which  subscribes  to  the  Association  are 
entitled  to  the  services  of  its  nurses  free  of  charge.  The  annual 
subscription  for  membership  of  the  Association  is  3/6d.  The 
service  is  also  available  to  non-members  at  a  fee  of  2/6d.  per  visit. 

An  arrangement  exists  whereby  the  district  nurses  attend  to 
cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  and  other  eye  infections  in  infants 
on  behalf  of  the  local  authorit3L  For  this  service  the  local  authorit}^ 
makes  an  annual  grant  of  £50  and  pa\/s  a  fee  of  6d.  per  visit. 

it  is  intended  to  seek  the  transfer  of  the  existing  nursing  staff 
of  the  District  Nursing  Association  to  the  employment  of  the 
Council  and  establish  a  Home  Nursing  Service  under  the  direction  of 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  under  the  supervision  of  a 
Superintendent  Nursing  Officer  who  would  also  be  responsible  for 
the  supervision  of  the  nurses  comprising  the  Municipal  Midwives 
and  Health  Visiting  Staffs,  etc. 

It  can  reasonably  be  anticipated  that  the  establishment  of  a  free 
service  will  result  in  a  greatly  increased  call  on  the  facilities  offered, 
and  an  early  review  of  the  position  in  relation  to  nursing  establish¬ 
ment,  will  have  to  be  undertaken  after  the  initial  scheme  has  been 
in  operation  for  a  few  months.

{a)  General  Pj.an. 

The  existing  arrangements  for  the  immunisation  of  the  child 
population  of  the  Borough  against  diphtheria  are,  in  the  main 
provided  through  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  and  School 
Medical  Services.  This  is  supplemented  by  immunisation  carried 
out  privately  by  medical  practitioners,  where  parents  have  elected 
to  do  this.  All  parents  are  to  be  encouraged  by  Health  Visitors 
and  by  propaganda  to  have  their  children  immunised  immediate^ 
before  or  on  attaining  the  age  of  one  year. 

For  those  parents  who  desire  to  have  prophylactic  treatment 
carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority’s  Medical  Staff,  sessions  will 
continue  to  be  held  according  to  the  demand  at  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Centre  by  a  Medical  Officer  free  of  charge.  The 
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existing  arrangements  for  immunisation  by  private  medical  practi^ 
(loners  will  be  continued,  fees  being  paid  by  the  Local  Authority 
to  medical  practitioners  on  a  scale  to  be  ap[)roved  by  the  Minister. 
The  service  to  be  free  of  cost  to  the  parent. 

(b)  General  Pi.an  for  Sessional  Arrangements. 

Sessions  will  be  held  to  meet  prevailing  requirements  at  tlie 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  Public  Health  Department. 
I'he  Council  are  also  giving  consideration  of  the  establishment  of 
branch  clinics  where  sessional  arrangements  will  be  made  should 
they  be  established. 

Schoolchildren  will  continue  to  be  immunised  in  groups  at  the 
schools  or  at  the  School  Medical  Clinic. 

(c)  Encouragement  of  Immunisation. 

Health  Visitors,  Midwives,  etc.,  will  continue  to  encourage 
parents  to  have  their  children  immunised  and  in  the  case  of  school- 
children  cards  explaining  the  benefits  of  immunisation,  together 
with  consent  forms  will  continue  to  be  circulated  to  parents  through 
the  children  as  has  been  done  in  the  past. 

Health  Visitors  in  particular  will  be  charged  with  responsibility 
for  endeavouring  to  secure  the  immunisation  of  children  under  5 
in  their  respective  districts  of  duty,  and  for  keeping  such  note  witli 
regard  to  these  children  as  will  enable  them  to  carr)/  out  this  duty 
systematical^. 

(d)  Publicity  for  Facilities  for  Immunisation. 

The  Authority  will  keep  the  public  constantly  informed,  by 
appropriate  means  of  publicity  of  all  the  facilities  provided  for  free 
immunisation,  including  the  places  and  times  at  wliich  sessions  are 
held. 

(e)  Maintenance  of  Local  Propaganda. 

The  Authority  will  maintain  active  and  sustained  health 
education  about  the  need  for  immunisation,  and  will  make  use  of  all 
available  means  to  this  end,  including  publicity  material  issued 
centrally  by  or  in  co-operation  with  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

(/)  Reinforcing  Injections. 

These  will  continue  to  be  advocated  as  at  present  and  will  be 
carried  out  in  the  schools  or  school  clinics,  along  with  initial  immuni¬ 
sation  of  children  in  the  school  age  groups. 

The  arrangements  for  giving  these  injections  will  operate  at 
the  time  of  school  entrt^  as  regards  children  primarily  immunised 
in  early  infancy,  and  also,  as  required,  at  any  time  during  the  period 
of  school  life. 


(C)  Records  and  Payment  of  Fees. 

All  Medical  Officers  and  general  practitioners  performing 
immunisation  will  be  required  to  furnish  particulars  for  record 
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purposes  in  such  standard  form  as  the  Minister  may  require,  and 
the  Authority  will  keep  the  records  in  such  a  manner  as  will  enable 
them  to  furnish  Returns  to  the  Minister. 

On  the  basis  of  receiving  such  particulars  the  Authority  will 
pay  fees  to  general  practitioners  on  such  scales,  according  to  cir¬ 
cumstances,  as  are  agreed  upon  between  the  Ministry  and  the 
profession . 


(D)  Medical  Arrangements. 

Opportunity  will  be  given  to  every  medical  practitioner  in  the 
Borough  providing  general  medical  service  under  Part  4  of  the  Act, 
to  provide  services  also  for  vaccination  and  immunisation,  and  a 
similar  opportunity  will  be  given  to  all  practitioners  in  the  Borough 
not  intending  to  give  service  under  Part  4  of  the  Act.

SMALLPOX. 

(A)  Infant  Vaccination. 


(a)  General  Plan. 

The  practice  in  the  past  has  been  for  this  service  to  be  provided 
free  through  two  Public  Vaccinators,  the  Borough  being  divided  into 
approximate!}'^  two  equal  areas  for  this  purpose.  As  a  temporary 
arrangement  the  Minister  has  already  approved  this  service  being 
rendered  by  one  Public  Vaccinator  for  the  whole  of  the  Borough. 

Any  necessaiy  facilities  will  be  made  for  the  provision  of  this 
service  by  organised  sessional  arrangements  at  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Clinic  and  at  the  School  Clinic  and  through  practi¬ 
tioners  performing  individual  vaccinations. 

Steps  will  be  taken  to  ensure  that  the  advisability  of  infant 
vaccination  is  brought  to  the  notice  of  parents  of  newly-born 
children. 

(b)  General  Plan  for  Sessional  Arrangements. 

As  stated  above,  it  is  early  to  assess  the  demand  which  will  be 
made  for  vaccination  but  sessional  arrangements  will  be  made  at 
the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  and  at  the  School  Clinic  in 
order  to  make  these  facilities  readily  available  and  accessible. 


(c)  Encouragement  of  Vaccination. 

The  Authority  will  expressly  urge  midwives  and  health  visitors 
in  particular,  and  all  other  persons  whose  duties  afford  them  appro¬ 
priate  opportunity,  to  encourage  infant  vaccination,  and  will  make 
administrative  arrangements  with  a  view  to  relating  the  action 
taken  towards  securing  vaccination  to  the  registration  of  births, 
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(d)  Publicity  for  Facilities  for  ^^\ccINATION. 

The  Authority  will  keep  the  public  constantly  informed  of  the 
facilities  provided  for  free  vaccination. 

{e)  Maintenance  of  Local  Propaganda. 

The  Authority  will  adopt  such  measures  of  health  education 
in  the  matter  of  infant  vaccination  as  may  be  appropriate,  and 
will  have  regard  in  this  respect  to  such  advice  as  may  be  given  by 
the  Minister. 

( / )  Re-vaccination  . 

The  preceding  arrangements  will  cover  requirements. 

(B)  Records  and  Payment  of  Fees. 

All  Medical  Officers  and  general  practitioners  performing 
vaccination  will  be  required  to  furnish  particulars  for  record  purposes 
in  such  standard  form  as  the  Minister  may  require,  and  the  Authority 
will  keep  records  in  such  a  manner  as  will  enable  them  to  furnish 
Returns  to  the  Minister. 

On  the  basis  of  receiving  such  particulars  the  Authority  will 
pay  fees  to  general  practitioners  on  such  scales,  according  to  cir¬ 
cumstances,  as  are  agreed  upon  between  the  Ministry  and  the 
profession. 


(C)  Arrangements  in  the  Event  of  an 
Outbreak  of  Smallpox. 

To  meet  the  public  demand  for  vaccination  in  the  event  of  the 
occurrence  of  smallpox  in  a  locality  the  Authority  will  have  arrange¬ 
ments  in  readiness  for  setting  up  emergency  vaccination  stations 
and  for  the  medical  staffing  of  them.  They  will  also  arrange  for 
the  public  to  be  advised  about  vaccination  (or  re-vaccination) 
as  a  precaution,  and  to  be  fully  informed  of  all  the  facilities  avail¬ 
able,  including  the  services  of  the  family  doctor.

As  stated  above,  an  ambulance  will  be  transferred  from 
Preston  Hospital,  North  Shields,  to  the  general  ambulance 
service.  In  addition  a  23.8  h.p.  Vauxhall  saloon  car  will  be 
similarly  transferred,  and  used  for  sitting  cases. 

Delivery  of  a  new  ambulance  to  replace  the  Austin  20  h.p. 
1936  model,  particulars  of  which  are  given  in  Part  I,  is  expected 
in  June,  1948. 

Tlie  ambulances  and  sitting  case  vehicles,  with  one  exception, 
will  be  located  at  the  Fire  Station  as  from  the  “Appointed 
Day”.  The  exception  is  that  of  the  ambulance  used  for  infec¬ 
tious  diseases  cases  which  is  referred  to  in  Paragraph  [a)  above. 
Except  in  cases  of  emergency,  the  use  of  this  vehicle  will  be 
('(Rifincd  to  conveying  patients  to  and  from  such  Hospital. 
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(c)  Consultation  with  other  Local  Health  Authorities 
IN  Regard  to  Joint  Arrangements. 

Consultations  are  being  opened  with  neighbouring  Local 
Health  Authorities  with  a  view  to  securing  arrangements 
for  mutual  assistance  in  boundary  areas  and  in  emergency. 
The  opportunity  will  also  be  taken  to  discuss  other  matters  of 
common  interest  on  which  liaison  is  necessary. 

(d)  Staff. 

The  Chief  Officer  of  the  Fire  Service  will  hold  the  additional 
appointment  of  Chief  Ambulance  Officer.  The  present  staff, 
which  consists  at  the  moment  of  one  driver,  supplemented  by 
Fire  Service  personnel,  will  be  increased  to  a  minimum  of  8  and 
eventually  to  a  maximum  of  12.  The  staff  will  act  as  Driver- 
Attendants  and  form  part  of  the  Fire  Service  establishment. 
Both  services  will,  therefore,  be  combined  for  operative  pur¬ 
poses.  The  administrative  staff  of  the  Fire  Service  will  be 
augmented  by  one  female  clerk  to  be  engaged  on  Ambulance 
Service  work. 

The  Council  will  make  arrangements  for  securing  that,  as 
far  as  possible  (i)  all  ambulance  drivers  and  attendants  shall 
hold  the  first-aid  certificate  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Associa¬ 
tion  or  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  or  the  St.  Andrew 
Ambulance  Association  or  such  other  first-aid  qualification 
as  may  be  approved  or  prescribed  by  the  Minister  of  Health  ; 
(ii)  all  such  drivers  and  attendants  shall  be  so  trained  as  to  be 
interchangeable  in  their  duties. 

(e)  Maintenance  and  Servicing. 

Maintenance  and  servicing  will  be  carried  out  by  the  Fire 
Service,  major  repairs  being  carried  out  by  private  garages. 
Arrangements  will  be  made  with  commercial  garages  for  high 
priority  to  be  given  to  this  work. 

(/)  Conveyance  of  Patients  by  Rah  way. 

Where  it  is  necessar}/^  for  the  Local  Healtli  Authorit}^  to 
provide  transport  for  a  person  who  has  to  make  a  long  journey 
and  can  without  detriment  to  his  healtli  most  conveniently 
be  conveyed  for  part  of  it  by  railway,  as  a  stretcher  case  or  in 
some  similar  way  involving  special  arrangements  with  the 
railway  undertaking  the  Local  Health  Authoritv  propose  to 
arrange  accordingly. 

(g)  Call  Out  Arrangements. 

The  Council  will  keep  all  hospitals  and  other  institutions  for 
the  sick,  all  general  medical  practitioners,  dentists,  nurses, 
domiciliary  midwives,  the  police,  fire  service  and  telephone 
authorities  in  or  serving  the  County  Borough  informed  of  the 
action  to  be  taken  to  call  an  ambulance. 
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2.  Development  Plan. 

In  order  to  provide  adequately  for  the  conveyance,  where  neces¬ 
sary,  at  any  time  of  the  day  or  night  of  persons  suffering  from 
illness  (as  defined  in  Section  79(1)  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act,  1946)  or  mental  defectiveness,  or  expectant  or  nursing  mothers 
from  places  in  the  County  Borough  to  places  in  or  outside  the  County 
Borough  and  to  meet  the  Councirs  obligations  to  neighbouring 
Local  Health  Authorities  under  arrangements  for  joint  user  or  for 
mutual  assistance  in  emergency,  the  service  will  comprise  a  total 
of  4  to  5  ambulances,  not  more  tlian  2  sitting  case  cars  and  8  to 
12  Driver- Attendants  in  addition  to  the  part-time  services  of  staff 
of  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital.  The  Council  intend  to  develop 
the  service  up  to  the  minima  mentioned  as  rapidly  as  circumstances 
permit.  The  requirments  of  the  Ambulance  Service  will  be  kept 
under  constant  review  and  such  increases  as  experience  shows  to  be 
required  will  be  made  from  time  to  time  up  to  the  maxima  mentioned 
above  in  the  number  of  ambulances,  sitting  case  cars  and  staff^

PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE. 

PART  1. 

A.  Tuberculosis. 

In  1924  the  Council  constituted  a  Tuberculosis  Care  Committee 
which  is  a  Sub-Committee  of  the  Health  Committee,  for  the  purpose 
of  administering  to  the  social  needs  of  the  tuberculous  patient. 
The  activities  of  this  Committee  are  financed  by  a  grant  from  the 
Council,  voluntary  subscriptions,  etc.,  and  cases  requiring  assistance 
are  referred  to  the  Committee  by  the  Tuberculosis  ^ledical  Officer. 
Provision  of  additional  nourishment,  surgical  appliances,  etc.,  is 
arranged  where  necessary. 

Arrangements  will  be  made  for  affording  all  necessary  care  and 
after-care  to  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis  and  their  families 
in  general  accordance  with  tlie  functions  of  a  care  and  after-care 
organisation  as  described  in  paragraphs  42  and  43  of  Ministry  of 
Health  Circular  1]8;'47. 

At  the  instance  of  the  Health  Committee,  the  Council  have 
allocated  several  houses  for  the  specific  purpose  of  suitably  re¬ 
housing  families  in  which  there  is  a  case  of  tuberculosis,  and  these 
arrangements  will  continue. 

It  is  proposed  to  preserve  the  identity  of  the  Care  Committee  to 
whom  will  be  referred  the  duties  of  the  Council  under  Section  28 
of  the  Act  so  far  as  tuberculosis  patients  are  concerned.  They 
will,  of  course,  work  under  the  direction  of  the  Healtli  Committee, 
to  whom  reports  of  their  proceedings  will  be  submitted. 

The  number  of  tuberculosis  patients  in  the  Borough  does  not 
warrant  any  unilateral  action  being  taken  by  the  Council  for  the 
establishment  of  Workshops,  Settlements  or  Night  Sanatoria,  but 
it  is  intended  to  raise  this  matter  with  adjoining  Health  Authorities 
in  order  that  the  possibility  of  establishing  these  services  may  be 
considered. 

The  care  and  after-care  of  tuberculosis  patients  is  at  present 
carried  out  by  the  Tuberculosis  Medical  Officer,  and  it  will  be 
necessary  to  make  arrangements  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
for  a  joint  appointment  as  from  the  appointed  day  in  order'  that 
his  services  may  still  be  available  to  the  Local  Authority. 

At  present,  the  Local  Health  Committee  employ  two  Tuberculosis 
Ausitors  wlio  spend  part  of  their  time  in  the  Dispensaries  working 
with  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  and  it  is  intended  that  arrangements 
should  be  made  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  for  tliis  to  con¬ 
tinue. 

B.  Mental  Illness  or  Defectiveness. 

Care  and  after-care  of  cases  of  mental  illness  or  defectiveness 
will  continue  to  be  supervised  by  a  social  worker  appointed  for 
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this  purpose  (see  the  proposals  under  Section  51  of  the  Act).  It 
is  intended  to  discuss  after-care  work  with  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  to  ascertain  how  far  the  Authority  can  assist, 

C.  Other  Types  of  Illness  (or  Illness  Generally). 

The  Authority  intends  to  develop  arrangements,  in  tlie  light  of 
circumstances  and  experience,  for  affording  all  necessary  care  and 
after-care  to  persons  discharged  from  hospital  or  other  invalids, 
and  it  will  adopt  whatever  ways  and  means  ma}^  be  found  possible 
to  obtain  systematically  the  requisite  information  about  such 
persons,  so,  however,  that  the  arrangements  in  this  respect  will  be 
such  as  will  not  fall  to  be  made  by  the  Authority  within  the  scope 
of  provisions  of  Part  III  of  the  National  Assistance  Act. 

So  far  as  the  Authorit}/  arranges  under  Section  28  for  the  follow-U|) 
of  persons  under  treatment  for,  or  known  or  believed  to  be  suffering 
from  venereal  disease,  such  arrangements  will  be  carried  out  in 
co-operation  with  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  AdD.  treatment 
centres  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

The  Authority,  in  connection  with  its  arrangements  under  Section 
28,  will  seek  to  develop  health  education  in  its  area  by  all  appropriate 
means . 

D.  Provision  of  Nursing  Equipment  and  Apparatus. 

The  provision  of  nursing  equipment  and  apparatus  at  present 
supplied  through  the  District  Nursing  Association  and  the  Dorcas 
and  Invalid  Kitchen  vSociet}"  will  need  to  be  augmented  by  the 
establishment  of  a  store  of  such  equipment  based  on  the  Public 
Health  Department  from  which  the  necessary  articles  may  be 
borrowed.  At  this  stage,  it  is  impossible  to  estimate  what  equip¬ 
ment  will  be  required,  but  this  will  be  investigated  with  a  view  to 
adequate  provision  being  made.

(B)  Summary  of  Present  Arrangements. 

The  Council  are  constituent  members  of  the  North  Eastern 
County  Boroughs  Joint  Board  for  the  Mentally  Defective  comprising 
the  County  Boroughs  of  Darlington,  Middlesbrough,  South  Shields, 
Sunderland,  Tynemouth  and  West  Hartlepool.  The  Board  was 
established  under  Section  29  of  tlie  Mental  Deficiency  Act,  1913, 
on  the  20th  March,  1930,  and  is  responsible  for  the  provision  of 
suitable  and  sufficient  accommodation  for  defectives  within  the 
area  of  any  of  the  Constituent  Authorities.  Prudhoe  Hall  Colony 
has  been  established  to  which  certified  mental  defectives  are  sent 
for  treatment  and  supervision. 

The  Council  are  also  members  of  a  voluntary  Association  of  Local 
Authorities  known  as  the  North  Eastern  Council  for  Mental  Welfare, 
the  staff  of  which  have  carried  out  certain  duties  of  the  Council  in 
the  supervision  of  mental  defectives  on  licence  outside  the  area  of 
the  County  Borough,  and  have  also  assisted  in  obtaining  suitable 
employment  for  cases  on  licence  from  Prudhoe  Hall  Colony.  It 
is  recommended  that  the  staff  of  this  Association  should  be  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  to  work  under  the  direction 
of  the  Medical  Superintendent  of  Prudhoe  Hall  Colony,  and  that 
should  it  be  necessary,  the  Local  Health  Authority  should  make 
arrangements  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  for  their  services 
to  be  available  in  cases  where  they  may  be  required. 

The  Council  employ  a  whole-time  female  Investigation  Officer 
responsible  for  the  investigation  of  cases  of  mental  deficiency  in  the 
Borough  and  for  their  supervision.  Certification  of  cases  of  mental 
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deficiency  is  done  by  two  Medical  Practitioners,  one  of  whom  is 
normally  the  patient’s  own  doctor  and  the  other  a  Medical  Practi¬ 
tioner  nominated  by  the  Council. 

Mental  Clinics  for  the  diagnosis  of  defectiveness  are  already  in 
the  Borough,  for  which  the  services  of  the  Medical  Superintendent 
of  Prudhoe  Hall  Colony  are  available.  His  advice  is  given  as  to 
the  certification  of  cases  and  removal  of  patients,  where  necessary 
for  institutional  care. 

Duties  under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts  as  authorised 
Officers  have  in  the  past  been  performed  by  Relieving  Officers 
attached  to  the  Social  Welfare  Department  and  a  joint  arrangement 
is  in  existence  with  the  Northumberland  County  Council  for  the 
admission  of  cases  to  St.  George's  Hospital,  Morpeth. 

PART  IT 
PROPOSALS. 

(A)  General. 

Mental  Health  Sub-Committee.— The  Council  as  Local  Health 
Authority  have  already  established  a  Mental  Treatment  Sub- 
Committee  of  the  Health  Committee  established  under  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1946.  This  Sub-Committee  is  responsible  to 
the  Health  Committee  and  the  Council  for  the  immediate  direction 
of  the  Mental  Health  Service  and  the  responsible  Officer  for  the 
organisation,  control  and  medical  direction  of  the  Service  is  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  The  existing  organisation  will  be  con¬ 
tinued  subject  to  modification  where  necessary  and  close  liaison 
will  be  established  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  with  a  view  to 
maintaining  the  existing  Clinic  and  obtaining  the  service  of  such 
Specialists  as  may  be  required  to  improve  the  Service.  Arrange¬ 
ments  will  be  made  for  authorised  Officers  under  the  Lunacy  and 
Mental  Treatment  Acts  to  be  appointed  to  take  over  the  duties  at 
present  undertaken  by  Relieving  Officers  and  it  is  anticipated  that 
these  will  be  part-time  appointments  worked  in  conjunction  with 
duties  of  Officers  employed  in  the  Mental  Health  Service  or  other 
Service  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act. 

(B)  Medical. 

All  the  proposed  medical  staff  will  be  engaged  in  a  part-time 
capacity  and  are  given  below  ; —

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Medical  Direction. — The  responsible  Officer  will  be  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  the  present  arrangement  for  the  services  of 
the  Medical  Superintendent  at  Prudhoe  Hall  Colony  to  be  made 
available  will  continue,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board. 

Ascertainment  of  Mental  Deficiency.  This  will  be  obtained 
through  the  medium  of  the  School  Medical  Service  and  on  recom¬ 
mendations  submitted  by  Medical  Practitioners  and  parents, 
investigated  where  necessary  by  the  Investigation  Officer. 

Diagnostic  Clinic.  All  reported  cases  of  mental  deficiency  are 
to  be  examined  at  the  Clinic  already  established  and  action  will  be 
taken  to  secure  treatment  or  institutional  care  according  to  the 
recommendations  of  the  Meclical  Superintendent  at  Prudhoe  Hall 
Colony  who  is  in  charge.  Close  liaison  will  be  maintained  with  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  and  arrangements  made  where  necessary 
for  the  services  of  such  Specialists  as  may  be  required. 

Hospital  Treatment.  The  necessity  for  a  close  relationship 
between  the  Local  Health  Authority  and  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  both  for  the  ascertainment  of  mental  deficiency  and  mental 
illness  and  for  the  after-care  of  patients  discharged  from  Hospital 
is  appreciated  and  everything  will  be  done  to  improve  this  in  practice. 

After-Care.  Medical  supervision  of  patients,  discharged  from 
Hospital  will  be  achieved  through  the  Diagnostic  Clinic  already 
established  in  conjunction  with  the  Local  Medical  Practitioners. 

Joint  User  of  Psychiatric  Staff.  Arrangements  will  be  made 
for  the  joint  user  of  psychiatric  staff  by  arrangement  with  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  with  a  view  to  securing  advice  on  general 
mental  health  matters  as  well  as  in  cases  of  difficulty. 

(C)  Non-Medical. 

One  female  Investigation  Officer  for  Mental  Welfare  will  be 
employed  whole-time  on  mental  deficiency  duties  and  part-time 
authorised  Officers  will  be  appointed  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the 
Council  under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts.  It  is 
anticipated  that  these  Officers  will  be  mainly  employed  on  other 
duties  of  the  Council  under  the  Act. 

The  Town  Clerk  is  at  present  responsible  for  the  preparation  and 
presentation  of  Petitions  and  for  official  correspondence  with  the 
Board  of  Control  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  it  is  proposed  that 
this  should  continue. 

It  is  anticipated  that  three  part-time  authorised  Officers  will  be 
appointed  but  it  is  not  possible  at  the  moment  to  give  their  status. 
They  will  operate  from  the  Public  Health  Offices,  Preston  Road, 
North  Shields. 

Non-Medical  Persons  to  Be  Employed  in  the  Training  of 
Defectives — Location  of  Accommodation  and  Industrial 
Centres  And  Delegation  to  Voluntary  Bodies.  It  is  antici¬ 
pated  that  the  present  arrangement  for  the  training  of  mental 
defectives  at  Prudhoe  Hall  Colony  will  continue. 

Consideration  will  also  be  given  to  the  provision  of  welfare  services 
and  training  facilities  for  mental  defectives.

Genhual  Administrative  Arrangements. 

1 .  This  scheme  is  to  be  principally  concerned  with  the  provision  of 
Home  and  Domestic  Helps  to  nursing  and  expectant  mothers,  and 
the  extension  of  the  scheme  to  provide  domestic  assistance  to  the 
aged  and  infirm  will  only  take  place  as  and  when  the  demand  for 
Home  Helps  by  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  is  being  adequately 
met. 

For  convenience,  however,  and  in  anticipation  that  the  scheme 
will  eventual^  incorporate  the  provision  of  domestic  help  to  the 
aged  and  infirm,  this  scheme  is  formulated  to  cover  both  categories 
of  persons  likely  to  need  home  or  domestic  help. 

Personnel  to  form  the  nucleus  of  the  scheme  will  be  enrolled  by 
press  advertisement  and  public  notices,  subject  to  the  conditions 
of  the  Control  of  Engagement  Order  1947.  Women’s  organisations 
in  the  Borough  will  be  approached  if  necessary. 

Initially,  only  part-time  helpers  will  be  employed  on  a  rota  basis. 
The  number  appointed  will  depend  upon  availability  of  suitable 
persons  and  the  demand  for  their  services. 

Generall^^  speaking,  a  home  help  will  be  over  25  years  of  age. 
She  should  be  healthy,  clean  and  of  good  moral  character,  preferably 
a  married  woman  or  widow  without  very  young  children  of  her  own. 

The  rate  of  pay  for  persons  employed  as  helpers  will  be  l/7|-d. 
per  hour. 

No  provision  is  to  be  made  for  the  payment  of  retaining  fees. 
The  helper  will  provide  her  own  food.  No  subsistence  allowance 
for  meals  will  be  granted. 

The  service  will  be  operated  under  the  supervision  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  no  full-time  organiser  will  be  appointed  in 
connection  therewith.  Direct  supervision  of  the  work  of  the  helpers, 
and  their  allocation  to  applicants,  will  form  part  of  the  duties  of 
the  Superintendent  Nursing  Officer. 


7'lie  method  of  operation  of  the  scheme  will  be  as  follows  : — 

On  an  apj^lication  being  received  from  a  person  to  become 
a  J-lome  or  Domestic  Help,  she  will  be  interviewed  at  lier  home 
by  a  Health  Visitor,  who  will  make  a  report  to  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  Nursing  Officer,  as  to  her  suitability  for  the  job. 

Similarh^  when  a  patient  applies  for  the  services  of  a  Helper, 
(he  applicant  will  be  visited  by  a  Health  Visitor  who  will 
report  on  the  applicant’s  genuine  need  for  help,  whether  or 
not  such  help  lias  been  recommended  by  a  doctor,  midwife  or 
any  other  person. 

Duties  of  a  Helper  will  be  as  under  : — 

(i)  Hours  of  duty  will  be  made  to  suit  the  convenience  of 
the  household,  but  will  generalb^  not  exceed  6  hours  per  day, 
probably  comprised  of  2  tours  of  duty  of  3  hours  each. 

(ii)  The  Home  Help  will  keep  the  house  in  a  clean  condition, 
cook  and  shop  for  the  household  if  requested,  and  wash  ' ‘smalls” 
in  confinement  cases. 

(hi)  She  will  be  expected  to  bring  her  own  food  and  cook 
it  in  the  house  where  she  is  working,  if  employed  by  that 
household  for  a  full  day. 

(iv)  She  must  not  undertake  the  duties  of  a  midwife  or 
maternity  nurse  and  must  not  interfere  in  ANY  WAV"  with 
the  instructions  of  the  doctor  or  midwife. 

(v)  She  must  not  undertake  any  treatment  or  nursing 
duties  whatsoever. 

(vi)  She  must  immediately  report  to  the  Superintendent 
Nursing  Officer  if  she  feels  ill,  or  is  suffering  from  a  sore  throat, 
septic  finger,  any  sores  or  any  rash,  or  has  been  in  contact 
with  a  case  of  infections  disease. 

(vii)  The  Home  Help  will  be  instructed  by  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  Nursing  Officer  as  to  where  and  when  she  is  to  attend, 
and  will  carry  out  all  reasonable  requests  of  the  person  to 
whom  she  is  allocated. 

(viii)  The  Home  Help  will  also  be  subject  to  supervision 
by  the  Health  Visitor  for  the  district  and  the  Council  will 
reserve  the  right  to  terminate  the  engagement  after  confirma¬ 
tion  of  an  unsatisfactory  report. 

When  a  Helper  is  allocated  to  a  household,  a  printed  copy  of  her 
duties  will  be  handed  to  the  applicant. 

Charges  will  be  recovered  from  users  of  the  service  according  to 
their  means. 

2.  No  special  arrangements  will  be  made  to  serve  rural  parts  of 
the  area,  as  these  can  be  adequately  served  by  the  parent  scheme. 

3.  No  joint  arrangements  will  be  made  with  any  other  Local 
Health  Authority.

As  a  scheme  is  not  in  operation  at  the  present  time,  only  practical 
experience  of  such  a  scheme  can  reveal  any  deficiencies,  but  provided 
suitable  personnel  are  available,  no  serious  difficulty  should  arise.
